PEOPLE'S GUIDE 
TO MUSIC 


Roger Rabbit meets 
conductor Rachael 
Worby and the 
Pittsburgh Symphony 
Orchestra 


ou may not think he's 

musical, but Roger Rabbit 
claims to be a virtuoso on 
one instrument. Of course, 
the first citizen of Toon Town 
plays the kazoo—which isn't [gg 
a real instrument at all. So = : 
when Roger tries to conduct the Pittsburgh Symphony Or- 
chestra in The Greatest Band in the Land, the first of Disney 5 
Young People’s Guide to Music concert specials, the result is a 
predictable cacophony: a wall of sound in no known key 
that’s...well...noise. 

Fortunately, conductor Rachael Worby is on hand to act as 
Roger’s guide to the orchestra, introducing him—and an au- 
dience of youngsters—to the instruments that compose the 
band and to music by Rossini (the William Tell Overture), 
Mozart (Eine Kleine Nacht Musik), Benjamin Britten (A Young 
Person’s Guide to the Orchestra), and Handel (Music For the 
Royal Fireworks). The special premieres Thursday, February 15, 
at 7:30 p.m. (Eastern/Pacific time). 

Rachael Worby, currently the conductor of the Wheeling, 
West Virginia, Symphony Orchestra, organized young peo- 
ple’s concerts at Carnegie Hall in New York for a period of six 
years. “The key is all in the presentation,” she remarks. 
“There must be a high quality and a commitment to the per- 
formance. You also have to understand a young audience. 
There’s a balance you have to maintain between presenting 
them with information to absorb and allowing them to dis- 
charge their emotions. A concert is an experience for them, 
and I encourage an informal atmosphere— tell teachers, for 
example, that young people should feel free to clap and to get 
out of their seat. It’s unrealistic to expect them to sit still the 
whole time.” One thing that Worby emphasizes is that “young 
people are hungry to-be inspired, always. 

“I love children and I love music,” she says. “I have 
miraculously found a way to communicate my love of music 
to children—and my love of children to my music."

But it was writ- 
ten in such a lovely, graceful 
style that the picture warranted a 
piece by Bosley Crowther of The 
New York Times. Swashbucklers 
were taken at face value then, 
entertaining and so forth, but 
not worthy of such distinction.

That bravura movie was 
swashbuckler and spoof par 
excellence—and it remains a 
favorite with movie fans, many 
of whom, as children, first en- 
countered the film as a staple of 
Saturday movie matinees on TV.

e Be sure to attend school meet- 
ings scheduled to inform parents 
about what their children are 
doing. Not only is it important 
for children to know that their 
parents care, it closes the circle 
drawn around teacher, child, and 
parent: everyone has the same 
information about the work, 


about teachers’ and parents’ ex- 
pectations, and about any dif- 
ficulties that may exist. Such 
meetings come up infrequently 
enough that it’s important to par- 
ticipate if at all possible. 

e Perhaps most important of all 
is to show an interest in what 
your child is learning. Some par- 
ents are embarrassed when it's a 
subject they don't remember or 
were never good at, and they 
don't want to appear stupid in 
front of their child. (In fact, to the 
contrary, knowing a parent is 
knowledgeable in a particular 


As part of our salute to the 
American teacher, we want to 
also focus on how parents can 
help at home with a child's learn- 
ing. Teachers can't do the job 
alone: without the support of in- 
terested parents they're often 
fighting a losing battle. And yet 
at this difficult time, when many 
teachers have classes that are 
uncomfortably large and when 
they are too often called upon to 
teach too many courses, paren- 
tal assistance has dropped off. 
Not only are mothers not around 
during the day to help out at 
school, they, along with fathers, 
frequently are not home until 
evening, when children are 
already getting tired. 

What follows is a list of sug- 

gestions for helping with a child's 
education, even when you don't 
have the time: 
e |f you work, and your child is 
not in an after-school program 
that helps kids with homework, 
arrange a time when the child 
can call to let you know what 
homework he or she has. This 
simple phone call serves three 
purposes: 1) The child is account- 
able for his work. 2) If there is an 
assignment that's troublesome, 
you may be able to allay fears or 
give a suggestion for how to get 
started. 3) It lets you know what's 
ahead for the evening: You're 
not greeted with demands for 
help just when you've bought 
the ingredients to make the 
family's favorite dinner. 

If you're at home in the after- 

noon, ask about homework 
when your child gets home from 
school, so you can decide togeth- 
er when and how the work will 
get done. 
* Set aside a place for your child 
to work. If he doesn't like to be 
alone in his room, have a reg- 
ular place where he can work 
quietly near you.

“And up to the age of four, 
the thing kids need most is 
security and an understanding 
that the world can unfold for 
them at their own pace.”

are time-out signals, she says. 
“Always go with the baby’s flow, 
capitalize on spontaneous mo- 
ments of alertness, and don't try 
to get a baby to play with you if 
he wants to sleep.” 

Despite the fact that Ludington 
believes her research can be val- 
uable in guiding parents to pro- 
vide appropriate stimulation for 
infants, she also says that, no

mobile isn't seen by an infant 
until eight weeks of age, because 
of asymmetric tonic neck reflex, 
a normal, early reflex that causes 
a baby to turn his head to one 
side when lying on his back. 

"The purpose of providing high 
contrast stimulation early in life," 
says Ludington, "is to appeal to 
the baby's preferences and cap- 
abilities." Providing the right stim- 
ulation encourages visual alert- 
ness, gives pleasure to babies—as 
evidenced by their smiles, gur- 
gles and coos—and helps train 
their eye-hand coordination. 

Yet Ludington warns parents 
not to overdo the stimulation 
they offer their babies. Some par- 
ents, she says, now decorate the 
nursery totally in black and white, 
with mobiles, posters, crib bum- 
pers and sheets all offering the 
same high-contrast design. 
"Choose one or two examples 
that you like," she says. 

Can a baby be overstimulated? 
Ludington says yes, and sug- 
gests parents slow down and 
back off when they see their 
baby wiggling, grimacing, thrust- 
ing his arms out in front of him, 
turning his eyes or head away, 
or sticking out his tongue. These

—and like? Susan Ludington, 
C.N.M., Ph.D., an associate pro- 
fessor of Maternal Child Health 
at the UCLA School of Nursing, 
and author of How to Have a 
Smarter Baby (Bantam Books, 
1987, $4.95), found that research 
has long shown that babies can 
see clearly at birth, but can only 
see things with high contrast, 
such as a black-and-white news- 
paper headline or a parent's eyes. 

Ludington has done her own 
research in infant stimulation 
and has made some interesting 
findings. When she tied a black 
and white mobile to babies' big 
toes, the infants would kick with 
pleasure to get the design to move. 
Pastel playrooms and nurseries 
are not fully appreciated by young 
babies, Ludington found, since 
infants are most attracted to and 
stimulated by high contrast. Even 
colors such as red and green are 
not seen until six months of age, 
owing to the natural develop- 
mental limits of the human eye. 

Ludington also learned that 
the commonly used overhead

tools and toys 


afflicted by a particular disease 
or disability; helping children 
understand birth and death. 
Andrews thinks that part of the 
reason for such interest has 
come from television. People 
discuss such problems on TV, 
and viewers then want to know 
more about the subject.

There 
are now whole books on fears, 
sleeping, sharing—subjects that 
in the past were covered in a 
chapter of Dr. Spock. 

In my neighborhood book- 
store, Emily Andrews, who tends 
the children's and parenting 
books section, says that another 
change from when she was rais- 
ing children 30 years ago is that 
today there's a general openness 
on all sorts of subjects that 
previously weren't discussed: 
how families cope with a child 


e The recommended age levels on packages can be misleading. 
Look at what the child is doing. Is he reaching? Crawling? Tod- 
dling? Choose a toy that's appropriate to his newest challenge. 


e Also look at what the child can do with his hands. Is he grasping 
objects? Reaching out? If he's using his fingers to poke, for exam- 
ple, find toys that will allow him to get results (like a jump-up sur- 
prise) when he pokes. 


e Toys that make noise are better than stuffed toys that don't. 
Find one special stuffed animal, and keep it in the child's bed for 
"crib company" to function as a constant friend. Other stuffed toys 
should be ones that can be transformed, unzipped, or opened to 
provide more opportunities for exploration. 


e Look for dual-purpose toys. A stuffed panda can be a child's crib 
companion and also offer the high contrast to which infants are 
attracted.

Dr. Saliba advises flu sufferers 
to rest, drink warm liquids, in- 
hale warm steam to help cut 
heavy secretions, and take 
aspirin or acetaminophen to 
reduce fever. 

And then turn on the televi- 
sion and gather together some 
good books or magazines, and 
prepare for three to five days of 
dragon-sized discomfort.

m A survival guide to the flu season 


very early in the flu season, 
before there’s a chance of being 
exposed to the influenza virus. 
(So mark your calendars now for 
vaccines next fall!) Saliba is 
neither for or against flu shots for 
children. But since children 
generally get the flu for a shorter 
time than adults, it’s probably 
unnecessary to add it to the 
other vaccines they need. 

There are two types of flu, says 
Dr. Saliba. Type A—the only 
type of flu the vaccine can pre- 
vent—causes fever, aches, cough 
and sore throat, while Type B 
combines some upper respira- 
tory symptoms with intestinal 
upset and diarrhea. The flu vac- 
cine cannot prevent Type B in- 
fluenza. 

Once caught, both forms of flu 
are extremely contagious through 
airborne respiratory secretions 
found in a sneeze or cough. “If 
you breathe the same air into 
which someone with the flu has 
coughed or sneezed. .. you've 
got it,” says Dr. Saliba. 

For those who do succumb to 
the flu this season, says Dr. 
Saliba, there is a prescription 


The flu “bug” is a misnomer: 
it's really a dragon. It sometimes 
hangs on for weeks and can 
cause not only missed work and 
school but also complications, 
such as pneumonia and ear in- 
fections. What can you do to pre- 
vent it? And how can you best 
cope if prevention efforts fail? 

According to Gilbert Saliba, 
M.D., director of the Center for 
Infectious Disease in Los Angeles 
and an Assistant Clinical Pro- 
fessor of Medicine at UCLA, 
there are a few tactics that reduce 
the risk of contracting the flu. 

First, Saliba says, stay away 
from crowded, enclosed places 
during the flu season—which 
usually runs from mid-fall through 
winter. Also, he says, strengthen 
your immunity, through rest 
and good eating, and if you're in 
a high-risk health group or sim- 
ply want to make an extra effort 
to cut your flu risks, get a flu vac- 
cine. “A vaccine contains the 
most prevalent strains and 
generally takes two weeks to 
become effective," says Dr. 
Saliba. But he says it's most like- 
ly to prevent the flu if it's given

In advance, hard boil the eggs 
and let them cool. When ready, 
put out the appropriate ingre- 
dients and utensils, so that the 
children can proceed on their 
own.

It's difficult to find recipes that 
preschool-age cooks can pre- 
pare.

Probably the most com- 
plete is The New York Times 
Parent's Guide to The Best

Ross Lipson. Also highly recom- 
mended is The New Read-Aloud 
Handbook, the second revised 
edition of Jim Trelease's popu- 
lar book, originally published 
in 1982. : 
With all of this specialization, 
however, there is still plenty of 
demand for general reference 
books on parenting. Dr. Spock’s 
Baby and Child Care is probably 
still the most popular of these 
reference books, more than 40 
years after the date of original 
publication. Updated every de- 
cade, this classic reference volume 
was most recently revised in 
1985 and coauthored by Dr. 
Michael B. Rothenberg. Emily 
Andrews stocks the book in three 
different editions, hardback, large 
paperbound (known as a “trade 
paperback”), and small pocket- 
book size, and young mothers 
frequently prove intolerant if the 
store runs out. Also in demand, 
however, is the revised edition 
of Penelope Leach’s Your Child 
From Birth to Age Five, published 
this fall. Other favorites: the 
books by T. Berry Brazelton, 
M.D.; Dr. Mom, by Marianne 
Neifert, M.D.; and William Sears’ 
Creative Parenting, to name only 
a few of the many titles available. 
Andrews points out that yet 
another big difference between 
general parenting books, then 
and now, is that today’s books 
distinguish between different 
types of babies—quiet babies, 
very active babies, fretful babies. 
The books 30 years ago talked 
about a one-year-old or a two- 
year-old as though there was 
one normal model for each age 
group. This set a lot of parents to 
worrying. Never worry-free, par- 
enting today is at least supported 
by a lot of information and re- 
assurance in the form of books.

Anaheim, and not in Burbank. 

Walt Disney put together a team of designers 
to create his park. This group evolved into WED 
Enterprises (now Walt Disney Imagineering), 
an organization unique in corporate America. 
The designers, or “imagineers” as they are called 
(imagination + engineering), were given free 
reign to come up with ideas for the park. And 
their imaginations ran wild. 

To coordinate the construction, Walt brought 
in a retired Navy admiral, Joe Fowler. Con- 
struction commenced in the summer of 1954, 
with everything aiming for an opening the 
following summer. On his television show, not- 
so-coincidentally named Disneyland, Walt 
presented progress reports on the fabulous 
park emerging from the orange groves and 
bean fields of Anaheim. By July, 1955, all of 
America eagerly awaited the unveiling. 

Sunday, July 17, 1955, was the day of the 
grand opening, and invited guests (along with 
others who had managed to obtain forged tic- 
kets) flocked to Disneyland to see “what Walt 
had wrought.” A monumental live television 
special conveyed the awe of the opening day 
visitors, and, being live, also caught occasional 
gaffes from the proud, beaming Walt, and his 
emcees Bob Cummings, Art Linkletter, and an 
actor who would later go on to bigger and bet- 
ter things, Ronald Reagan.

take his two daughters to zoos and carnivals. 
He would sit on a bench eating peanuts while 
Diane and Sharon rode the merry-go-round 
and had all the fun. Walt felt that there should 
be some amusement enterprise built where 
parents and children could go together, and all 
could be entertained. Walt's first ideas for this 
type of an amusement park took form in 1948, 
when he created his first descriptions of a place 
he called "Mickey Mouse Park." 

At the Walt Disney Studio in Burbank in the 
early 1950s, there was more land than was 
needed for production purposes. Walt first 
thought that his park could be built there. On 
March 27, 1952, the Burbank Daily Review 
headlined a story that Walt Disney was planning 
to build an amusement area in Burbank—by 
then known as “Disneyland.” 

As Walt developed his plans, he came to 
realize that the studio land was simply not large 
enough to hold all his dreams. Therefore, he 
hired the Stanford Research Institute (SRI) to do 
a survey to find a new site for his proposed 
park. By studying traffic patterns, population 
centers, accessibility, climate, and other factors, 
SRI narrowed its search down to what it con- 
sidered the ideal location—Anaheim, Califor- 
nia. With SRI's recommendation, Walt settled 
on a location just off the then-under-construc- 
tion Santa Ana Freeway. It almost didn’t work 
out however, because there were 17 different 
parcels of land involving as many landowners. 
But property negotiations proved to be suc- 
cessful, and on May 1, 1954, the news was re-

At the time of Disneyland's opening on July 
17, 1955, Walt Disney made a statement that 
proved prophetic. "Disneyland will continue to 
grow," he said, “to add new things—as long as 
there is imagination left in the world." Now 35 
years later, there is still plenty of imagination 
left, because Disneyland is thriving. The open- 
ing last year of the highly acclaimed attraction 
Splash Mountain is only the latest example of 
how the collective imagination of the Disney 
designers continues to enhance a guest's ex- 
periences at Disneyland. 

But, if we look back three and a half decades, 
we can see that Walt Disney was taking a big 
chance when he decided to make a major in- 
vestment in building Disneyland. Nothing like 
this had ever been done before. In fact, Walt's 
staff members were met with incredulity when 
they described Walt's ideas for his park to 
amusement park operators around the country. 

"You don't want to do that," the amusement 
park men counselled. "You don't want to waste 
money making sure the place is spic-and-span 
all the time. And how can you possibly think of 
a park without a midway filled with games of 
chance? Don't make a special effort to hire 
cleancut young kids; after all carnivals have 
been run by seasoned veterans for years, and 
they are best able to drag every last penny out 
of the patrons." Walt and his staff did not need 
this advice; Walt knew what he wanted to do, 
and he knew what the public wanted. 

We've all heard the story that the idea for 
Disneyland began when Walt Disney would

tain emerged in a renamed Critter Country as 
one of the most exciting log flume rides ever. 
The Disneyland designers show no sign of 
resting on their laurels. Their imaginations are 
still running wild, and they are still thinking of 
great new attractions for Disneyland. Obvious- 
ly, there is still a lot of imagination left in the 
world, and Walt Disney certainly would be proud 
of his park if he could see it today. Thirty-five 
years have not made Disneyland grow old; it is 
still as young and vibrant as ever. It will be ex- 
citing to see what the next 35 years bring.

À year-long celebration begins on 
New Year's Day with a special pre- 
show at the Rose Parade. On January 
11, Art Linkletter and-Bob Cummings— 
who were emcees at the 1955 opening 
ceremonies—will join Walt Disney 
Co. Chairman Michael Eisner for a re- 
dedication of Disneyland. Disneyland 
guests will find other exciting birthday 
festivities in the Park, with such high- 
lights as "The Dream Machine," a 
year-long gift-giving event where 
guests have the chance of winning 
Geo cars, Delta airline tickets, U.S. 
Saving Bonds and more. The "Party 
Gras Parade,” complete with a Latin 
beat and a Mardi Gras theme, features 
45-foot-tall balloon sculptures of 
favorite Disney characters. At Vid- 
eopolis, “One Man's Dream" is a rnus- 
ical tribute to Walt Disney's achieve- 
ments. In March, there will be a special 
charity auction of Disneyland memo- 
rabilia. Touring the country is the 
Mouseorail"— Monorail Red," the 
original Disneyland monorail. And, of 
course, there is the actual birthday 
celebration itself on July 17. Those are 
just a few of the highlights of the big- 
gest party in Disneyland's history.

sion of the Fair all of those shows, including It's 
a Small World and Great Moments with Mr. 
Lincoln, were moved to Disneyland where 
they would entrance guests for years to come. 

Walt Disney dedicated the first new “land” to 
be added to Disneyland, New Orleans Square, 
in 1966, but unfortunately he did not live to see 
the opening of its most exciting attraction— 
Pirates of the Caribbean. Walt died on Decem- 
ber 15, but his brother, Roy, pledged to con- 
tinue Walt’s plans for the park’s continued ex- 
pansion. The next few years saw a totally new 
Tomorrowland open (the present had caught 
up with the original Tomorrowland), as well as 
a ghoulishly delightful Haunted Mansion. 

‘As the 1970s arrived, Disneyland feted its 
100 millionth guest. Disneyland's "kid brother,” 
Walt Disney World, opened in Florida in 1971, 
and one of its attractions, the Country Bear Jam- 
boree, inspired a whole new "land" at Disney- 
land the following year—Bear Country. A special 
attraction honoring Walt Disney was dedicated 
in the Main Street Opera House, and our na- 
tion's heritage was celebrated in music with the 
opening of America Sings and in pageantry 
with America on Parade, which for two years 
helped guests salute the Bicentennial. Each 
night during the summers, a new parade twin- 
kled down Main Street: the Electrical Parade, 
with delicately lit floats bringing forth choruses 
of oohs and aahs from the guests. 

Space Mountain began thrilling Disneyland 
visitors in 1977, and a terrifying Abominable 
Snowman showed up inside the renovated 
Matterhorn. Big Thunder Mountain Railroad 
first provided guests with a harrowing journey 
on a runaway mine train in 1979. 

As Disneyland ended its first quarter century 
and moved into the 1980s, more innovations 
were on the horizon. The original Fantasyland 
was completely remodelled, with original at- 
tractions updated and a totally new one added 
— Pinocchio's Daring Journey. For the first time, 
an existing Audio-Animatronics attraction, the 
Country Bear Jamboree, was reprogrammed to 
present a Country Bear Christmas Special and 
later a Vacation Hoedown. 

Exciting collaborations with George Lucas 
brought innovations to Tomorrowland: Cap- 
tain EO, an impressive 3-D extravaganza star- 
ring Michael Jackson and directed by Francis 
Coppola, and, a year later, Star Tours, with flight 
simulator technology being used to create a 
thrilling journey through space. Splash Moun-

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their parents. There were elements in each at- 
traction to appeal to all ages. À 10-year-old 
might giggle at Mr. Smee attempting to pacify 
Captain Hook in the Peter Pan attraction, while 
his parents were marvelling at the mechanism 
which enabled the boats to fly and the skill in 
which ultraviolet light was used to cause the 
colors of Never Land to glow in the dark. 

As soon as Disneyland opened, Walt Disney 
proved that he would keep his promise that the 
park would continue to grow. New attractions 
were added as soon as they could be designed 
and constructed. In 1956, guests were treated 
to such adventures as a Skyway between To- 
morrowland and Fantasyland, Tom Sawyer 
Island, a Rainbow Caverns Mine Train, and 
Storybook Land. A summertime tradition of 
spectacular fireworks displays began to guests’ 
delight. Nineteen fifty-seven saw the addition of 
a House of the Future and a modernistic View- 
liner, a forerunner of the Monorail that would 
make its appearance in 1959, along with such 
ambitious attractions as the Submarine Voyage 
and the Matterhorn with its thrilling bobsleds. 
That same year, there was nearly a major inter- 
national incident when government authorities 
refused permission for Soviet Chairman Nikita 
Khrushchev to visit Disneyland. 

The 1960s saw continued growth. The mono- 
rail system was extended to service the nearby 
Disneyland Hotel, Flying Saucers came—and 
went—in Tomorrowland, Grad Nite parties pro- 
vided high school graduates with a fun way to 
celebrate, and Tinker Bell started nightly sum- 
mertime flights from the top of the Matterhorn. 

Advances in technology enabled Walt to pre- 
miere Audio-Animatronics in his Enchanted 
Tiki Room in 1963. The new process, which 
brought an innovation in three-dimensional 
entertainment to Disneyland, was continued 
with four spectacular shows at the New York 
World’s Fair the following year. At the conclu-

His estranged wife, Robin, and his daughter, 
Jane, now live in Toronto with Robin's mother.

SAM WATERSTON DOESN'T READ HIS 
reviews. Years back he avoided them like 
laryngitis on opening night. Today he regards 
the critic’s word with the superfluous air of an 
artist content with his oeuvre. Not that he has 
any reason to worry. Film and stage critics love 
Waterston—in over 25 years in show business 
he has rarely received a negative review. 

In conversation, Waterston intertwines the 
philosophical and personal with ease, often 
marking his words with a quizzical pause. “I 
haven't read reviews for years," he maintains. 
"When you're making something you're taking 
it out of yourself and your imagination and ex- 
perience. You have to have confidence that 
that is sufficient...confidence is the Rey." 

If experience breeds confidence, Sam 
Waterston has reason to be self-assured. 
Dauntless, quiet, stoic—Waterston is an actor 
of infinite variety. His portrayal of Andrew 
Stuart in The Disney Channel Premiere Film 
Lantern Hill is another in a line of strong perfor- 
mances as the romantic hero. In Lantern Hill, 
Waterston plays a middle-aged writer living in 
isolation on Prince Edward Island since the

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Like Hepburn, Waterston has avoided a 
strong association with a single character or 
type. His *clean-the-slate" approach to the ac- 
tor's craft led director Roland Joffe to consider 
Waterston for the lead in The Killing Fields, the 
1983 film based on the true story of a foreign 
correspondent caught in the mire of war-ridden 
Cambodia. Waterston remembers feeling 
mesmerized the first time he read the script. “I 
wanted to do the movie very badly. І chased 
them like crazy for the role. I just wouldn't take 
no for an answer." Waterston's instincts were 
right on target. His charged performance 
garnered him an Academy Award nomination 
for Best Actor that year. 

This recognition from his peers was a long- 
time coming. Still, Waterston maintains the 
choices he's made in his career have seldom 
been driven by money or visibility. “I’ve 
always chosen roles for the potential thrill or 
challenge. Sometimes you're lucky and they're 
celebrated things." 

Celebrated or not, Waterston remains indif- 
ferent towards reviews, believing that theater is 
too often a convenient topic critics use to fill up 
space. "Critics are simply glad you gave them 
the opportunity to say something sharp or 
witty—rather than anything essential." He 
adds, "Every once in awhile someone says to 
me, ‘Did you read the wonderful review the 
Times gave you?’ and I get a twinge of tempta- 
tion. But I resist it.” ה‎

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ably okay as long as you don't inhale it. 

In Waterston's 25-plus years in the business 
he's played opposite Liv Ullmann ("She's a 
delight"), Woody Allen ("Woody likes to be kept 
secret so I'll leave that alone"), and the quirky 
dame of American film, Katharine Hepburn, to 
name a few. He vividly recalls performing with 
Hepburn in The Glass Menagerie. "The most 
important thing I got from working with Kate 
was to make the work itself important. 

"Kate has this way about her of investing 
every single moment of every working day with 
a tremendous amount of meaning. She said 
once that the reason she did that was that act- 
ing was basically a silly and embarrassing thing 
for grown-ups to be doing!" 

In one amusing incident, Hepburn “got in a 
great froth" on the set of The Glass Menagerie 
over Waterston's turtleneck sweater. "She 
thought it was unflattering to my Adam's ap- 
ple," he remembers, laughing. "She ran 
around trying to get me worried and the direc- 
tor all charged up about it. She demanded that 
something be done about it before the whole 
film was ruined!" 

As silly as the incident may have seemed, 
Waterston reflects that part of Hepburn's bril- 
liance as an actor is her obstinate attention to 
detail. "After you've been in this business a long 
time you start to think of every role as just an- 
other job,” he explains. "I learned from her to be 
absolutely adamant about avoiding routine." 


nings. “At that age I didn't really think of it as 
acting," he says. "I thought of it as getting to 
stay up late with my father. 

"T always wanted to perform, I felt very lucky 
that way," he adds. While fellow students in 
high school and college were fraught with 
worry over career decisions, Waterston says he 
was always certain his life would encompass 
theater in one form or another: "All I worried 
about was whether I was a fool to try it and 
whether I'd get away with it!” 

The moment that clinched it for Waterston 
occurred during a Yale production of Waiting 
For Godot. In the midst of a performance, 
Waterston remembers feeling "a palpable sen- 
sation of control running from my fingers out to 
the audience. It was a unique experience be- 
cause Í figured out how to play the part on the 
stage while I was doing it. Everything was 
working in synch—it was an enormous rush. 

"Usually these things come in dribs and 
drabs," he adds. For his junior year of college, 
Waterston traipsed off to Paris and wound up 
training with expatriate American director 
John Berry. After a year he returned to New 
York, eager to finish school and make his 
mark. Drips and drabs turned to leaps and 
bounds as Waterston began working in stage, 
film and television—and finding success in all 
three. He remembers the charge he felt one 
day back in 1962 when he opened a copy of 
Life magazine to find a six-page photo frenzy 
on the current production in which he was 
starring, Oh Dad, Poor Dad, Mama's Hung 
You in the Closet and Im Feelin’ So Sd 
before it had hit Broadway. 

Waterston's promising talent and his ability 
to elude the constraints of one medium were 
rare gifts. For Waterston TV, stage, and film rep- 
resented three outlets for the same occupation. 
Television offered roles of historic import. Stage 
was a vehicle for the immediate high—the 
ultimate fusion of sound, light and dialogue. 
And film provided the luxury of time to polish 
a performance—as long as the budget allowed. 

Waterston was soon acting with some of the 
greats—often to pull the rug out from under the 
lead. This scenario proved true in his first role 
in a major motion picture, The Great Gatsby. 
Critics heralded Waterston's portrayal of Nick 
Carroway, the pensive and loyal friend of Jay 
Gatsby (played by Robert Redford). Some re- 
viewers went as far as to say that Waterston 
should have played Redford's role. Regardless, 
The Great Gatsby was a coup for the young ac- 
tor and an opportunity to work with a major 
Hollywood star. 

"Redford made a point of forewarning the 
young actors not to be bedazzled," Waterston 
recalls. "He used to say 'Just because you're 
working on a great big picture and people are 
driving you to work in big fancy cars, worrying 
whether you stub your toe, it’s just temporary.’ 

“His point was that there was no deep feeling 
behind it," Waterston continues. "While you 
were useful you were cherished. It reminded 
me of something my father used to say to me 
quite a bit: “Success is like smoking, it's prob-

TDC: What else is in store? 

CK: I don't like to plan. But Ive been doing а 
lot of acting in plays and some film roles. I love 
challenges. I was on The Tracey Ullman Show 
and had to learn a dance routine from Paula 
Abdul—that was a challenge! 


TDC: This month you and Gerry Goffin will be 
inducted into the Rock т’ Roll Hall of Fame. 

CK: When Tapestry came out I was over- 
whelmed by the success of the album and all 
the appreciation, so this is amazing. I'm just 
grateful that I've been able to spend my life do- 
ing what I love to do and touching so many 
people in.a positive way. 


TDC: Did you always want to be a performer? 
CK: No. I always wanted to be an actress like 
my mom [Gingold Eugenia]. I even went to the 
High School of Performing Arts 'til І realized I 
wanted a normal childhood. Then music just 
happened. 


TDC: When was the first time you sang in front 
of an audience? 

СК: I was playing piano for James Taylor in his 
show and one night he said, "Why don't we let 
Carole sing one of her songs?" I did "Up On the 
Roof,” which James always loved. I was always 
shy about singing in front of people but that 
turned it around. 


TDC: “You've Got a Friend” is another one of 
your classics. Was it written for someone in 
particular? 

CK: No. That song was pure inspiration. I just 
sat down at the piano and the music came from 
the source—with a capital S inside of me. 
Some songs are more crafted but this one wrote 
itself. Ain't That the Way" on my new album 
was very much inspired in the same way. 


TDC: Songs like "Legacy" and “City Streets" 
deal with some tough issues. Do you think 
musicians should have a political agenda?
